Bliss Carman is Received by 
Canadian Authors' 



Association 



Last evening at the Ritz-Carlton ho- 
tel Bliss Carman gave a series of read- 
ings from his own poems which were 
greatly enjoyed by an enthusiastic au- 
dience. Bliss Carman is Canada's fore- 
most poet and is recognized here and 
overseas as one of the greatest of the 
modern English speaking poets. He is 
a poet of youth and all his poems, arc 
full of the spirit of youth and of beau- 
ty. He is Canada's first great poet, and 
his subjects are mostly taken from his 
impressions of different parts of Can- 
ada. 

He is a man of medium height with 
a mellow, musical voice that seems to in- 
terpret not only the words but the mean- 
ing of the poems which he rcadsi His 
voice is very sympathetic too, which 
gives an added beauty to the poems with 
a more solemn touch. 

This reception was as unique as it 
was charming. He was introduced to 
the audience, and then was seated near 
the right hand side of the stage when 
a young lady all dressed in white with 
a border of Maple leaves, came out and 
sang a delightful song beckoning to 
her followers to come. Out came twelve 
pretty little girls dressed in autumn col- 
orings, which ' shaded from yellow to 
orange, and danced the Dance of the 
Maple Leaves; which was written in ho- 
nour of Bliss Carman. 

The audience was delighted as was the 
the poet himself, but the climax came 
when one little darling came tripping 
out with a crown of maple leaves and, 
standing on tip-toe, placed it on Bliss 
Çarman's hçad. Then, circling round the 
poet,, the children returned whence they 
came, the rustic of their dresses sound 
ing like the autumn leaves. 

The dance was arranged by Miss Lil- 
lian F. Warner, and the girls were her 
pupils at Strathcona School and the solo 
part was sung by Miss Kathleen Fox 
Mr. Harold Key composed the music 
specially for this dance. 

Bliss Carman read three poems which 
were of especial interest to the girls who

Obcrlinc boasts of a larger group of 
Chinese students this year than ever 
before and a larger group of Chinese 
women than any other institution in the 
country, say the authorities in charge of 
registration.

The story runs that the famous Ben 
jarnin Franklin worked for a long time 
secretly upon his musical instrument the 
harmonica and then, to surprise his 
wife started playing it while she was as 
lecp. She awoke and thought that she 
heard the "music of angels." It seem- 
ed strange that such an instrument-, 
which inspired Mozart and others to 
write compositions for it, should have 
gone out of existence. 

Imagine a set of glass bowls, grad 
utatcd in size from a large bowl to a 
small bowl, fixed upon one rod or axle 
so that the whole series would revolve 
uniformly by means of a treadle. The 
performer sood in front of the bowls, 
and with fingers moistened and dipped 
in powdered chalk he pressed upon the 
rim of the bowl as it revolved. Franklin 
said of his invention "its tones arc in- 
comparably sweet, beyond those of any 
other instrument. They may be swelled 
or softened at pleasure by stronger or 
weaker pressure of the fingers and con- 
tinued to any length. When it is once 
tuned it never wants tuuing again." : Of 
course, this is merely a contrivance for 
playing the musical glasses. It is not in 
conceivable that Franklin's discarded 
instrument may at some time in the fu- 
ture become popular with an easier 
method of striking or touching the 
bowls and dampening them as required 
after the manner of a piano wire and 
the pedal.

McGill Team Has Improved 
Much During the Week 

When the "Rugger" teams of Univer- 
sity of Toronto and McGill line up at 
Molson Stadium in the second game of 
the double header to-day, there will 
doubtless be many spectators present to 
whom the game is unfamiliar. It is for 
the benefit of these that a short sketch 
of the principles of the English game- 
is given here. The rules will be found 
to be quiet different from the rules of 
Canadian Rugby as played today, and 
conscquctly the style of play is very (lif- 
erent indeed. 

The ball is. put in play, just as in the 
Canadian game, by a kick off from 
centre-field. After this, when the ball is 
to be put in play within the playing li- 
mits, a scrimmage is used. In this play, 
seven or eight players of each side 
gather round the ball, and attempt to 
heel it back to the half-back behind the 
scrim. A relic of this play was to be seen 
in the three man scrimmage used as late 
as last season in Canadian Rugby. This 
difference must be noted, however, that 
no scrim man may touch the ball with 
his hands, and the ball must.be put in 
play with the feet. 

When the ball has gone into touch, ii 
is thrown in by the half-back, straight 
in between the line of forwards, -vho 
line out in a line perpendicular to the 
touch-lines. Since the defending team 
has a very fair chance of getting* the 
ball on the throw-in, kicking for touch 
h a legitimate and very useful method 
of gaining ground in the English game, 
and the loss of the ball is but a slight 
disadvantage. The big crowd who watch- 
ed the Intercollegiate match at Toronto 
last Saturday were much astonished at 
this play, and shouted loudly every time 
a player booted for touch, apparently 
thinking that he meant to kick for cen- 
tre-field. 

If the referee declares a safety-touch, 
he de fending side brings the ball into 
lay by a drop-kick from the 25 ycard 
inc. 

The feature of English Rugby is the 
tinning of the three-quarters. Since the 
orward line is bunched either in the 
criminagc or lined up at one side of the 
icld for throw-in, back field play is,, 
omparatively, very open. Successful 
jnd runs, so much desired by player 
slid spectator alike, and so rarely puli- 
d off in Canadian or American Rugby, 
n easily end frequently worked.

AUTHOR EXPOSES SOME POP- 
ULAR EVERYDAY ERRORS 



One of the most curious little books, 
or crochuros, ever published was one 
with the fantastic title of "Prcudoxia 
Epidemica." In the book Sir Thomas 
Browne, the author, proceeds gravely to 
deny the existence of "the phoenix" thé 
"chimera" and the "grifin," and goes on 
to expose such fallacies as that man has 
one less .'rib than a woman ; that Ma- 
homet's tomb is suspended in midair; 
that "a salamander lives in the fire; 
that children, if left to grow up by them- 
selves, would naturally speak Hebrew, 
that Hannibal ate his way thru the Alps 
with vinegar; that crystal is ice strong- 
ly congealed —all of vjiich were errors 
that were popularly believed in his time. 

He took the philosophers to task for 
accepting Aristotle's assumption that a 
pot full of ashes would hold as much 
water as it would without the ashes — 
Sir Thomas tried the experiment and 
found it wouldn't work. He exploded 
many errors and superstitions in re- 
gard to the lodestone — isuch as that a 
diamond would prevent its attraction, 
that certain kinds wiuld only work at 
night, etc. 

Some of the errors that Sir Thomas 
combated persist to the present day, 
such as lhat a chcmclon lives on air, 
that a bear ■ licks her cubs into shape, 
that swarss sing before they die, and that 
a pigeon has no gall— the latter an er- 
ror that Shckespere adopted, when he 
made. Hamlet say: "Can it be that I am 
pigeon livcred and lack gall to make op- 
pression bitter?"

took part in the dance. He said that he 
believed in the poetry of motion and of 
music and had himself wrjtten several 
lyrics which were intended to be danc- 
ed. The first of these poems, was 
"Trees". It was descriptive of the dif- 
ferent kinds of trees ending with a col- 
orful touch of a scarlet maple tree 
"Berone the Sea Nymph" was. a racy 
poem of the sea, describing the sea 
nymph riding her white mancd steeds in 
toward the shore. You could fairly sec 
the ocean in fancy as he read. "October" 
was a description of Autumn weather 
and Indian summer and had some beau- 
tiful word painting in it. 

A poem that everyone liked was one 
which told of a boy's fancy. He had 
forty ships of all kinds and sizes and 
they roamed the seven seas in search of 
cargos. They brought him silks and 
guycr, and spicer, and silver, and Orien- 
tal fancies, and when they had unloaded 
they could go back, for more. When 
he grew older and went to 'School his 
mind still went wandering with his 
"Ships of Yule." It was a touching bit 
ot childish fane}-, and was most en- 
thusiastically applauded. 

"A Remembrance" which had the salt 
tang of the "sea-turn" about it so that 
you could almost feel the breeze beginn- 
ing to come in mid afternoon from the 
sea. It was a poem of New England. 

A new poem called "The Ship of St. 
John" was a wonderful description of 
the sights and sounds of a busy Mari- 
time harbour. Anyone who has spent 
any time at the waterfront would rec- 
ognize the atmosphere which Bliss Car- 
man puts into this poem. A ballad en- 
titled "Father Hudson" contained be- 
sides the story a iine description of the 
wilder parts of New. Brunswick and all 
the animals which roam the forests 
there. 

The next set of poems read by Dr. 
Carman were entirely floral in charac- 
ter. They were not long but perfect 
gems of beauty. "Vestigia" was des- 
criptive of the revelation of God in na- 
ture, the solitary lily the lowly thrush the 
perfect tree each one a footprint of God. 

"April Morning" was a's fresh as 
April Morn could' be ami "Daisies" was 
a delightful short poem. "Marigolds" 
was quaint, where the flowers them- 
selves spoke their thoughts. "White 
Iris" was a romantic Mttlc- poem of 
that aristocrat flower. It was compared 
lo a princess, mysterious as moonlight, 
and silent as the snow. ■ 

"Roadside Flowers" and a poeni of 
the wild birds, each descriptive, were 
melodious and charming pieces. The 
"Roadside Flowers" told their own story 
of how they slipped away from cultiv- 
ation and the birds were each described 
in turn, the whitethroat, the virie, looa, 
hawk and 'Scagall as natural as life. 
Bliss Carman says that poetry should be 
true, one niusn't have the new moon 
curving the wrong way. 

Bliss Carman read several oilier poe- 
ms, each different but with the same 
colorful touch and musical lilt that 
makes his poetry so delightful to read 
or to hear. 



The Secretary of the Empire War 
Musueum has in hand a project for 
collecting a glossary of army slang as 
used by the British forces during the 
war.

The quiet, penetrative voice 
with its every word telling, made us 
fee! that a kindly fate had given us 
in that hour a clue to reality itself. Ad 
venture! All life was adventure! Our 
very selves — beings of unfathonablc

mystery — 'time, — world, infinity, all 
crowded before the perpcual curiosity 
of man. Character — growth of mind — 
impossible without adventure! Through 
out there breathed an appeal to venture, 
to leap out of our stolid habitual selves 
into the unknown and to grow. 

One can only describe those feature; 
v.'liieh to oneself were salient, and those 
indeed briefly enough. Striking truly 
were the hours spent in the large mu 
sic room with the log lire crackling 
while we listened to the discussion o 
the great economic question of the day 
that question which troubles the very 
root of our society, and over which 
much bitterness and distress, may be 
caused. Who that attended those meet 
hijrs will forget Dr. Thomas' incisiv 
review of the history of the conflict, or 
the irrelevant "Rotary paper" of th< 
capitalistic representative, or the clo 
c,ucnt discourse of Mr. Herbert Traccy 
on the ideals and methods of the Brit 
is-li Labor Party, with the stern denun 
dation of the capitalistic system as be 
ing moit selfish and inefficient. Th 
was succeeded by the historical review 
of the Farmer's Party by Mr. Staples 
The result of it all, I think, was a keen 
cr desire to penetrate into the industrial 
question with unbiased minds, to study 
all sides and angles of the modern Gor- 
dian knot, and when the times comes 
for action to play our part on the side 
of principle. 

The missionary outlook I do not feel 
qualified to express, not having attend- 
ed the meetings. That there must have 
been a vivid reality pictured here seems 
evident from conversations with those 
who did.. Miss Kilpatrick, recently re- 
turned from a prolonged and strenuous 
missionary life in India, on Thursday 
evening presented a most graphic pic- 
ture of the conditions there the mingled 
absurdity and pathos of the Hindu civi- 
lization —the most touching incidents, 
the most revolting aspects of which she 
would relieve be an ever saving of 
humour. India, she said, has intcHcct, 
but needs will badly — a stronger moral 
backbone to raise her from her degrad- 
ation to a higher standard. 

To me the most remarkable address 
was that given by Dr. Sharman on 
Friday evening, remarkable because of 
the personality behind it. One could ex- 
perience then that peculiar psychic phe- 
nomenon, the attraction of the mind, 
the spell that such a force can exorcise 
upon us, capturing our very selves, stii 
ling all the petty argumentations by the 
reality of a "unified personality". The 
slow, quiet voice, expressing not only 
intensive thought but an inner reser- 
voir of feeling, could be heard all over 
the chapel in spite of the evening breeze, 
not a person stirring. The Will was the 
man. Before a unified personality — in- 
tellect, feeling, volition unified into 
force by the complete subjection to the 
"Will of God" — all other minds seem- 
ed cmply, frivolous, imbecile. This per 
sonality was Jesus of Nazareth, one 
who dared to risk his all on that im- 
pulse which some call the "Will of 
God", and became the greatest advent 
tirer of al time. How did he discover 
the Will of God? Through prayer and 
faith, forms of psychic energy appar- 
ently so powerful as to have réverbérât 
ed .even to today. 

To summarize the whole experience 
is not an easy task; but I consider that 
the net result of it all was an opening 
before the mind of new problems for 



Oct. 22.— There have been some 
spectacular football games played in the 
Harvard Stadium, but the match be- 
tween the Crimson and Pain Statî was 
one of the thrillers of a lifetime. Start- 
ing at 3 o'clock and battling witn tre- 
mendous fierceness until it was so dark 
that the players could not be distinguish- 
one from another from the stands in 
which more than 30,000 spectators were 
straining their eyes, the teams fought 
each other to a standstill. Each scored 
three touch-downs and kicked three 
goals from touchdown for a final count 
of 21 to 21. 

Years ago the same teams played a 
13-to-13 tic, but that game was not a 
marker to this game. At the start tilings 
went Harvard's way and in a fashion 
that brought joy to the Crimson sup- 
porters, who all season have been pray- 
ing for a real scoring punch. 

Taking the ball at the opening kick- 
off, Bob Fisher's team proceeded to 
drive its way straight to the Quakers' 
goal line, making a march o f forty-eight 
ards after a long run back by Owen, 
and tearing along as it has been unable 
to do before this year. With seven points 
on the board. Harvard continued its 
drive, and early in the second period 
crossed the Penn State goal line again. 

Then, with a lead of 14 points, the 
Harvard men were obliged to fight for 
more than an hour on the defensive, the 
backward pressure never ceasing un- 
til Penn State had scored 3 touchdowns 
goals, and assumed the lead by 21 -to 14. 
Wild with delight, the Penn State play- 
ers believed the day was won, but is was 
not. Harvard, throug4im.it the advance 
of its opponents, had been sending in 
substitutes in a vain effort to stop things 
short. After Penn State had piled up its 
21 points, and was leading by seven 
points, the Griiii<on line was almost 
completely changed. In the backfield 
Johnson, the substitute quarter, had 
been interpolated as a running back, and 
Cobtirn, who' has been playing guard all 
year, was rushed in for backfield play. 
These two men, with Bucll and Church- 
one of the lightest players in the 
Crimson's backfield string, were the 
men behind the Harvard line. 

Midway through the last quarter 
Johnson rauglit a kick on his own 4.Ï- 
yard line and made a brilliant run of 25 
yards. Then, for the last time. Harvard 
bent itself to the attack, and after its 
long lapse made, things fairly hum. Co- 
brun, heavy and powerful charged 
through tlïe tired Penn State line men 
alternating with Churchill and Johnson 
for short gains. Then Bucll whipped off 
a forward pass to Jhonson for a first 
di-wn on the 25-yard line, and then, 
mainly through the efforts of Coburn, 
the Crimson drove still further ahead 
and finally got a first down on the 15 
y ara line. 

From this point two plays gained bare- 
ly five yards and the Penn State play 
crs took heart. They set themselves 
for another drive into the line, but 
Eucll shifted tactics, dropped well back 
and let loose a forward pass to flic 
right-hand corner of the playing field 
Little Churchill was alert and made a 
beautiful running catch about five 
yards from the Penn State goal. He 
was smothered by Killinger and Light- 
ner, but they were behind him, and the 
three players fell and then rolled to- 
gether across the goal line. 

It was a whirlwind for Harvard, 
which, in two Princeton games in the 
last two years, has come from behind 
and achieved the score when defeat 
seemed at hand. In each of these cases 
the successful use of the forward pass 
turned the. trick.

That the inauguration of a "Marine 
Section" of the Engineering Institute of 
Canada is a popular move was amply 
remonstrated Thursday when the hall 
of the Institute was filled to overflow- 
ing when Mr. McLelland of Halifax 
delivered an address on The Construc- 
tion of 10,500 Townships at Halifax."— 
A large number of McGill students 
were among the keenly interested au- 
dience. 

Mr. McLelland has had a wide ex 
pcricncc in shipbuilding and Marine Ar- 
chitecture having been for sonic time 
principal surveyor of shipping for 
Lloyd's, and having heen associated 
with the American .Bureau of shipping 
during the war. For some time now 
he has been located in Halifax as Con- 
sulting Engineer and was intimately 
concerned with the construction of 
those vessels built by the Halifax Ship- 
yards Company. 

Shipbuilding is a subject which ap- 
peals to all engineers whether Marine 
or otherwise, and Mr. McLelland clears 
and concise style of speaking brought 
the intricacier nf the subject well with- 
in the grasp of all those present. 

The lecturer commenced by giving the 
dimension of ships under discussion, 
which are 

Length —430 ft. Breadth 56 ft. Speed 
loaded, 11 knots. The displacement 
of the vessels is 15,000 tons, with a 
dead, weight tonnage of 10,500. 

Mr. McLelland then went into a 
discussion of the points governing 
the design of the ships, which must 
be determined by- the specification's 
of the service proposed for the ves- 
sel and the trade in which she will 
be engaged. The main dimensions 
are calculated according to empiri- 
cal rules based on the experience of 
many years' practice. After the main 
dimensions, such as length, breadth 
and maximum draft arc calculated, 
the plans of the ship arc drawn up 
and the patterns for frames, etc., con- 
structed. The keel is the first to he 
laid down, this work being generally 
rushed, as most contracts call for a 
first payment on laying of the keel. 
The side frames arc then assembled, 
ri vetted, and bent on a bending frame 
and placed in position. The double 
bottom tanks and bottom floor plates 
are then constructed, and the ship 
is built up on the frames. 

Before the keel is laid down 'the 
ground for the ways must be pre 
pared and piled, and during con- 
struction the structure must all be 
shored and guyed to prevent any er- 
rons in alignment or dropping due to 
the declivity of the ground. 

Mr. McLelland illustrated his lec 
ture with numerous lantern slides, 
showing the ship during all stages of 
construction up to launching. He 
then proceeded to give a description 
of the internal fittings of the ship. 
The engines arc triple expansion, 
3,750 I.H.P.. and the boiler plant con- 
sists of 4 single ended Scotch boil- 
ers, using coal or oil fuel. 

There were 2,900 tons of steel 
used in the construction of these 
ships, the great majority of which 
was smelted and rolled in Canada at 
the Dominion Steel Works at Sydney, 
N.S. This is the first time in the 
history of thr country that a ship 
has been built entirely of Canadian 
steel, and as suïh is a noteworthy 
achievement. 

The ships arc pala-tially fitted out 
as regards passenger accommodation 
being fitted to carry a limited num- 
ber of passengers as well as the 
crew. As regards cargo, they have 
the most up-to-date installations 
for stowing and unloading, hav- 
ing extra large hatchways and a 
larger number of derricks than usual. 
In all they arc a credit to the Cana- 
dian shipbuilding trade, and to the 
Canadian Government Merchant Mar- 
ine, for which they were built, and 
of which they arc. the largest ..units 
at present operating. 

Mr. McLelland has high 'hopes for 
the future of shipbuilding in Canada, 
commenting on the fact that the 
programme of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment is, in his opinion, the sanest 
of any government programme, and 
he believes that when labor condi- 
tions right themselves shipbuilding 
will become one of thec hief indus- 
tries in Canada. He also stressed 
the. fact that the men in the ship- 
versed in the practical side of the in- 
dustry, and he urged and looked for- 
ward to the inauguration of a course 
in shipbuilding construction, and 
marine architecture as, a department 
of the Faculty of Applied Science at 
McGill.
